Train* Burled Beneath Snow Slides '--near 


Fall Brooks, Fa. 


WILLIAMSPOP.T, Pa., Jan. ll.--One of 


the most destructive storms of snow, 
sleet and 'rain raged in this section 
Wednesday night and Thursday. The 
Fall 'Brooks and Philadelphia & Erie 
tracks west of here are blocked by im- 
mense snowslides and loose rock car- 
ried down the mountain sides by an, 
irresistable force of enormous banks 
of snow and ice. 


For a distance of fifteen miles; be- 


yond Blackwell the Fall Brooks, road is 
buried under a succession of slides 
ranging from six to _ twenty feet in 
depth. Train No. 61, a south-bound 
coal train, ran into a snowslide about 
two miles south of Slate Run, A few 
minutes later a train was brought to a 
standstill and seventeen of the cars 
were completely buried in an ava- 
lanche of snow. 
No, 85, a fast freight 


train following a few hours later, was 
sent to pull No. 61 out of the snow- 
bank, and it also became snowbound. 
No. 27, a local freight, was nexi to be 
sent to relieve No. 85, and, while try- 
ing to rescue the other train, was also 
ingulfed in the snow. 


Wreck crews from this and other 


towns along the line are at the scene, 
and the work of clearing tracks will 
be pushed day and night. As a result 
all trains are at a standstill on the 
Philadelphia and Erie railroad. The 
tracks between Hyner and Whelham 
are snow bound a distance of several 
miles. The blockade is expected to be 
raised by morning. 


TOO MUCH COTTON. 


Resolutions of .the Cotton Growers' Con- 


vention at Jackson, Mist., Urge Smaller 
Crops. 
JACKSON, Miss., Jan. H.—The follow- 


ing is the gist of the resolutions adopt- 
ed in the cotton growers' convention, 
Thursday morning. 


The gravity of the conditions con- 


fronting the cotton growers is recog- 
nized. To what extent this may be 
traced to financial legislation is useless 
to discuss. The overproduction of cot- 
ton is recognized as one of the chief 
evils. 
This must be corrected, or uni- 


versal bankruptcy will follow. Self- 
interest must impel the grower to a 
change. 


Every farmer is appealed to not to 


plant so much cotton. A decrease of 
ziot less than 25 per cent, is recom- 
mended; 50 per cent would be better. 
The farm should be made self-sustain- 
ing- by planting peas, corn, potatoes, 
oats, etc., and raising plenty of meat. 
The tide of immigration turned this 
way will change methods. 
Farmers 


are urged to form county organiza- 
tions all over the south to carry out 
these resolutions.

ed wherever practicable.

ELKHAKT. Ind., Jan. 10.—Mrs. Goe- 


deke, formerly Miss Georgia Cleis. of 
Goshen, Ind.. whose gift of song made 
her widely known, is suffering the pri- 
vations of a French prison, where she 
is incarcerated with her husband and 
her two-year-old child. Miss Cleis went 
from Goshen to New York to study 
singing and chanced to meet Capt.

A CONSPIRACY 


Alleged Between Defaulter Tay- 


lor and His Bondsmen. 


Th'e Real Defalcation About One Hun- 


dred Thousand Dollars. 


The Scheme Was to Take 83CO.OOO Mor»- 


The Latter Snmto-Be Bidden; Then 


the State Forced to Quitclaim the 


•10O.OOO tor Return of Balance. 


PIERKE, S. D,, Jan. 11.—Thursday's 


developments indicate that, there was 
a large-sized conspiracy in the flight oi 
State Treasurer Taylor, and the loss to 
the state S350.000.Facts have come into 
the possession of the state officials 
which make it reasonably certain that 
Taylor and certain confederates de- 
liberately went to work, after it be- 
come evident that he could "not square 
his accounts, to hold the state up and 
compel a compromise by which he 
should be saved from punishment and 
his bondsmen protected from loss. 


The state was in a hard place finan- 


cially. If not a cent had been lost 
there would have been a deficit on the 
first day of next July of fully 8100,000, 
due to overappropriations by the last 
legislature, and to -the slow payment 
of taxes on account of the short crop 
of the year. The limit of taxation has 
been reached and the limit of in- 
debtedness has 
been passed 
for 


some time. 
How to extricate the 


commonwealth has been the sub- 
ject 
commanding- 
the most earn- 


est thought of the state officers for 
several months past. 
The permanent 


appropriations are so high that the leg- 
islature, no matter what economy may 
animate. it, could hardly bring the ex- 
penditure within the revenue. 
There 


were due on the 5th- oi January $220,- 
000 worth of funding warrants held by 
eastern parties. There was also due a 
considerable sum on the coupon bonds, 
while the sinking fund was preparing 
to take up annual interest to the 
amount of 820,000. The legislature was 
in session, and immediate calls would 
be made on the treasury for at least 
5300,000. 


Of course the treasurer knew all this. 


It is believed by the authorities, on 
substantial evidence, that, realizing he 
would be short $100,000when the trans- 
fer was to be made on the 8th, he con- 
sulted with some of his friends and 
backers, and they decided that the best 
thing to do was to seize all 
the 


money in the treasury and put it in a 
place of hiding, where it could be got- 
ten at when desired. Then, when the 
default was discovered the state would 
be found bankrupt. It could not pay 
its obligations, and. having exceeded 
its limit of debt, could not borrow. 
Were it 10 sue on the bonds of the 
treasurer two years more would elapse 
before any money could be recovered, 
and during that time the credit of 
South Dakota would sink very low. 


The parties to the plan concluded 


that, rather than let this come to pass, 
the state officers would do almost any-, 
thing within reason. Then tbb plan 
was to come forward through an agent 
and propose to pay back to the state 
the 8050,000 which the treasurer had 
carried off on condition that the bonds- 
men should be released, and that T»37- 
lor be relieved from further prosecu- 
tion. Had he come to Pierre on Tues- 
day and surrendered himself he would 
have been a common felon, and would 
have gone to the penitentiary for ten 
or fifteen years, and his bondsmen 
would have been bankrupt, since a suit 
under the bonds, at this time, would 
have driven several, if not all of them, 
to the wall. Under the plan adopted 
both Taylor arid his bondsmen would 
be free from any annoyance, and the 
state would be the only loser. 


Wednesday night ten men left on the 


midnight train for various parts of the 
state, and by this time all the property 
in the state belonging to Taylor or 
any of his bondsmen has been at- 
tached. 


Deputy Treasurer Burrington Thurs- 


day received a letter from Ta.ylor, 
dated New York, January 6, and in- 
closing certified deposit checks for 
57,400 on various banks. The auditor 
has made an emergency call on all the 
county treasurers for all the funds in 
their hands due the state. 


Two joint resolutions passed both 


houses Thursday afternoon, one calling 
for an investigation into the affairs of 
the treasurer's office and the other 
offering a reward for the apprehen- 
sion of W. W. Taylor, late state treas- 
urer.

of the compartment but two soldiers 
and himself. One of the soldiers soon 
after took a tract from his pocket and 
began spelling it over with his mate. 
It was entitled "Wycliffe and the 
Bible," and when the gentleman ex- 
pressed surprise that they were reading 
a religious tract, they begged him to 
take it, for they had read it twice; it 
was,- they said, "so good everybody 
should read it." 


After a little conversation the gen- 


tleman learned their names and destina- 
tion, and then happened to mention 
that his home was in Norwich, 


"Why, that's where Dean Stanley 


lived!" said one of the soldiers. 


"Yes," he answered, "what do you 


know about Dean Stanley?" 


The traveler has never been able to 


forget the expression of the faces of 
those men as the soldier said; "Me and 
my mate here bless the Lord that we 
ever saw good Dean Stanley, sir. I can 
tell you." 


Then he went on to say that having a 


day for sight-seeing, they had reached 
the great abbey of "Westminster just as 
the doors were closing. Great was 
their disappointment. While they were 
blaming themselves for having spent so 
much time elsewhere, a gentleman ap- 
proached and said: 


"Can't you come to-morrow?" 
When he learned that they could not 


see the Abbey at any other time, he 
turned to the beadle, and taking the 
keys, invited them to go into the ab- 
bey with him. 


"After pointing out many things 


wor th seeing," continued the soldier, 
earnestly, "he came to a marble monu- 
ment erected to one of our soldiers. 
Seeing'that he looked at it with inter- 
est, he said: 'You wear the uniform of 
her majesty, and I dare say would like 
to do some heroic deed worthy of a 
monument like this.1 


"We both said we should. 
When we 


said this he put hia hands on each of 
us, and said: 'My friends, you may 
both have a more enduring monument 
than this, for this will molder into 
dust and be forgotten; but you, if your 
names are written in the Lamb's Book 
of Life, will abide forever.' 


"We neither of us \iuderstood what 


he meant, but we looked into his earn- 
est face with queer feelings in our 
hearts, and moved on.

to the deanery to breakfast the next 
morning.

After breakfast the dean came to say 
good by, and again earnestly told us to 
be sure that our names were written in 
the Lamb's Book of Life, and then, if 
we never metagainon earth, we should 
meet in Heaven. 


"And so we parted with the dean; 


and as we traveled home we talked 
about our visit to tbe abbey, and puz- 
zled much as to the meaning of the 
Lamb's Book of Life.'' 


This is the simple story of the conver- 


sion of two English soldiers, and their 
wonder on the way home recalls the 
wonder of the disciples of Christ when 
they could not understand all that their 
Lord was saying to them. But the sol- 
diers did understand enough to make 
the dean's kindly feeling and earnest 
word the turning-point of their lives. 


The curious thing about this incident 


is that probably Dean Staulej" never 
suspected that the soldiers did not 
know what he meant by "the Lamb's 
Book of Life."

"Lot's sec ye do it" and so saying, he 
throw down some ;blanks in front of 
Ike and Ikoy tried his hand on filling 
out a voucher. 


When finished, it was a very credit- 


able voucher and was handed to Mer- 
ril for examination. 
It did not please 


his artistic oye however. 


»H—1 i" ho roared, " "that's a fine 


thing that is. Why, that wouldn't 
pass muster up in Pike county." 


That 
settled 
it 
If 
Woodruff's 


vouchers wouldn't pass, up in Pike 
county, goodness knows what would 
bo thought of them here. 


Woodruff's 
name was 
withdrawn 


and Merril got the place with what- 
ever honor and salary there is attached 
to it. 


A gentleman who ought to know 


whereof he speaks, said to a TIMES re- 
porter today that the election of Henry 
Wishon was nil a mistake and engineer- 
ed through the board by trickery and 
treachery. A certain member of the 
board, thought to 
he Merrill, was 


pledged to Wishon. Of the other two, 
one was pledged to a Mr. Arnold and 
the other had strong leanings in his 
direction. It was intended after a time 
to elect this man Arnold, But Merrill 
induced McDanial to go into the busi- 
ness of casting complimentary votes, 
Wishon being the recipient of the com- 
pliment.

Wishon and he was declared elected, 
McDauiels, it is said, then wanted to

And it is the 
fact that this man has proven himself 
incompetent to manage his own busi- 
ness that citizens and business men are 
objecting to his being put in charge of 
a responsible county institution. 


It is not the fault of Mr. Wishon. We 


presume any man, no matter who he 
may be, has the right to aspire to 
office.

consured to much for making such an 
appointment It is to be hoped that 
some day the people of Scioto county 
will realize how some of their public 
officials are betrayinpr their trust *
